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That Vour Memorialists humbly subniit, that the Legislature, . in enacting

G^bling Houses as destructive of morality, and productive of every species of vice 
^ 9 “ 4.c?^l*iOusness, apd hasj in the said Act, expressly directed the attention O'f the 
1 ohee to the suppression of such Houses. 

Your Memorialists show that, notwithstanding such direction- on the part of the 
Legislature, np, less than Si^ open and notorious Gambling Houses exist within a few 
yards tiiq Head, Office of Policej and youc Memorialists, humbly beg leave to-- 
state, that, in ^ great Mercantile City, Houses of that kind are peculiarly inis:- 
chieVous, and frequently induce the Clerks, and Apprentices of the Chtizeus, to 
embezzle the Property of their respective Masters, and detach them .from thepur- 
Industry and, trade, and at same time afford refuge to the niglitly Plunderer 
and Assassin; and Memorialists humbly submit, that the existence of such Houses, 
may well account fqr the. numerous, Sfreet I^bberie^. aiid, Burglaries, committed 
within and ui the Neighbourhood. 

lour Memorialists state, that one- of' those common- Gambling Houses has

George Thornton set lip aiiotHef Gambling House, in Crow-street, next adjoining to 
that occu pied by said Molloy. 

Your Memorialists here beg leave bumbly to observe, tbat.at.iSiimpQssible that 
Six notorioiiB Gambling Houses, as, those, herein before d^enbed, .dioujd ei^ist for so 
long a period unknbw’fi to the Magistrates’ of Police, ublpss they yere grossly remiss 
and matfentive t6 th‘e dptieS of the Magistracy ; and yo^ Memonphsts ijumbly st^te, 
tliat- some of the said Magistrates were, previous to thqr, appointment, frequenters of 
said Gambling Housed, and must' well know of their existence. 

That to enumerate all the particular transactions connected with these Gambling 
Houses, and bearing on the conduct of the Police of the District of Dublin Metro- 
polis, would be endless ; and the object of your Memorialists being merely to lay 
suffici-mt groiiuds before your Grace, to satisfy you of the necessity of an inquiry, 
ihev humbly, and with liurnjlity, submit they have already stated enough for that 
purpose <Jn the h^ad of compiairlt. 

Youf MeVdrialistS'ftirtber state, that the Public Money, and the Funds connected 
with the Police Establishment, have been wasted or misapplied. 

Your Memorialists beg leave further to state, that, contrary to the express words 
of the Statute, several Persons employed, and pmd as Constables under said Act, 
have been employed by some of the Magistrates of Police, as domestic and menial 
Servants, and, that while they were so acting as domestic and menial Servants, the 
Police institution has been charged as if they were respectively effective Police 
Men doing duty. 



Your Memorialists further beg leave to state, that Horses, the Property of the 
Chief Magistrate of Police, have been kept at the expense of the Police Institution ; 
and that Horses belonging to the Police Establisliment have been turned to the use 
of said Chief Magistrate and his Family, and with his privity and consent ; and that 
said Chief Magistrate has permitted Horses, the Property of the Police Establish- 
ment, to be disposed of by private Contract, and not by public Auction. 



Your Memorialists further state, that said Magistrate became a Contractor for 
feeding the Horses belonging to the said Establishment; and your Memorialists have 
been informed, and believe, that he did not fulfil said Contract. 

Your Memorialists further beg leave to state, that many of the said Magistrates 
have, in violation of the directions of the Statute, been negligent of their duty in 
point of attendance, by which means not only the liberty of the Subject has been 
violated, but many Offenders have escaped from Justice. 

Your Ifemorialists further beg leave to observe, that if they were to go into a 
detail of all the facts of misconduct in the Police Establishment, or were they to 
enter into a detail of the numerous and recent Robberies and Burglaries committed 
in the District of Dublin Metropolis, arising from the neglect or inefficiency of the 
Police Establishment, it would sw'ell this Memorial to an unwarrantable length ; but 
your Memorialists humbly submit, that they have laid before your Grace sufficient 
grounds and charges to warrant your Grace to direct an Investigation and Inquiiy 
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to be instituted into the Conduct of the Magistrates, and the Police Establishment in 
pnerat ; which Your Memonahsts humbly pray may be instituted in such manner, as 
to Your Grace shall seem meet. '

Having been yesterday informed by Alderman Exshaw that a Memorial, to which my 
name was affixed, was presented to his Grace tlie Duke of RichmorHl, containing charges 
and allegations affecting the character of the Pr^ice Magistracy of the City of Dublin, I 
tdte the^iberty of addressing you on the subject. 

About a month since, I called at the house of Mr. John Robinson, Usher’s Quay, on 
business ; while there, Mr. Francis Fox came in, and after some conversation, drew a paper 
from his pocket, which he asked Mr. Robinson to sign ; Mr. Robinson refused until he read 
it, but Mr. Fox assured him it contained only a request (or Memorial) to his Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant, to inquire into the present state of the Police (or Watch,) and of no other 
consequence ; Mr. Robinson signed without reading it ; I was then requested to sign, which, 
after much importunity, I did, without having read one word of it. Mr. Henshail, of Nassau- 
street, came in at same time, and was in like maimer prevailed on to sign it, he also being 
utterly ignorant of its contents.

That the said Chief Magistrate, from the time of the saief appointment, and down to the 
present period, suffered' and permitted, and still does suffer and permit, horses, his itrivate 
property, to be maintained and kept at the expense of the Police Establishment; and that 
hay, oats, and straw,' the property of said Establishment, have been taken by the servants 
Of said Chief Magistrate, and with his privily, ami used in the stables of such Chief 
Magistrate in maintaining his own private horses ; and tor all that period horres belonging 
to the Police Establishment have been turned to the use of the said Chief Mao-istrare in 
drawing his carriages and jaunting cars, and also in drawing dung-carts frou)"the said 
Citv to his country residence at Killester in the County of Dublin, and there workin" 
said horses as his own private properly; and tiiat the said Chief Magistrate suffered anS 
permitted horses, the property of the said Police Establishment, to be used by his family and 
various other persons to ride upon all occasions; and that said horses were by ilie 
authority and permission of said Chief Magistrate lent to different persons, and iii like 
manner used by such persons. 

That 
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That the said Chief Magistrate, upon several occasions since appoiutm ?nt . to that ofTice, 
Sufi'ered and pennitled horses the property of the Police EstaMishuiciit, to he sold or 
bartered to iiulividuuls, without having same disposed of by public Sale. 

That the Magistrates of the Head Office of Police, from tire time of their appointment 
down to the present time, have deducted and still continue to deduct, from tlie pay ot tlie 
Police Men, various sums of inotiey contrary to and against the express directions of th^ 
Statute; and by reason thereof, the said Police ISIen Have not been sufticienily paid to 
enable them to maintain thcmscives and family, and keep them above temptation, a.iid also 
of consequence the Inhabitants of the District of the JMctropolis cannot be sufficieniiy pro- 
tected in their lives or properties. 

That a person of the name of John O'Neil, has from the 29th day of September i8oS; 
and from thence to the present time, acted as the cottfideiuial agent ot Henry Ciuu-:es Sirr, 
esq. one of the Magistrates of Police; and that the said O'Neil has the most unbounded 
influence over said Magistrate; and that said O’Neil himself is a joint owner and pttr- 
ticipator of the profits of two common gambling houses iu Crow Street, tiie one kept uy 
a person of the name of Molloy, and the other by George Thornton ; and that the said, 
O’Neil has received and continues to receive for all time from various persons various sum 
and sums of money for allowing such persons to violate the Law, and such facts are known 
to and sanctioned by said Heaiy Charles Sirr, esq. 

It is further charged, that a relative part of the fiunily of Joshua Dixon, esquire, one of die 
said Magistrates of Police is supported by die Issues and proiiis of one of said Gambhug- 
bouses with his knowledge and privity. 

Your Grace is further most respectfully informed, tliat the following Magistrates of Po- 
lice namely, Alderman Joseph Peuibeiton, Chief Magistrate, Alderman Nathaniel Hone, 
Mark Hare, Henry Charles Sirr, William Lindsay, Joshua Dixon, James Blacker, Thomas 
11 . Babinijton, W’Uliain Long, Diehard Guinness, and Mark Magrath, esquires, have been 
ne'gli'rent'of their duty in point of attendance , and they, or any of tiiem, have not attended to 
their'^uty as Police Magistrates ought to have done, and as was their bounded duty, at tlie 
hours prescribed and directed by the statute. 

It is further humbly submitted to your Grace, that upon any investigation you may be 
pleased to order as to the charges in said Memorial, you will graciously direct that the va- 
rious books and accounts of the Police Establishment shall be produced, and by the inspec- 
tion, and comparing the same with various receipts and documents in the possession of the 
Agent for the Memorialists, and also sucU further evidence as.may be produced, will suf- 
licienlly show, and satisfy your Grace, that tlie Funds of the Police Establishment have been 
grossly misapplied by Alderman Pemberton and others, of the Police Establishment, from 
the time of the commencement thereof, namely, on the izath September 1808, down to the 
present time, and who shall have due notice of the particular facts with which they are 
charged on any inquiry your Grace may be pleased to order; but it is further most humbly 
submitted to your Grace, tliat it would be impossible for the Memorialists to enter into fur- 
ther detail or dales other than herein stated ; and were they compelled so to do in the present 
state, it would directly have the tendency of preventing the detection of abuses in all the 
Oftcis and in every Department of the Police Establishment ; and instead of the Act of Par- 
liament before alluded to, and which was wisely enacted for the security and proceetton of' 
the inhabitants,- have the salutary eifect it was intended by your Grace and by the Legislature; 
it would, by the abuses which have crept into the Institution, become oppressive, destructive, 
and ruinous in their 'consequences to the inhabitants of tlie district of the metropolis. 

It is with deep regret it has become necessary, and devolved as a duty, paramount to all the 
other considerations upon the Agent, to state to your Grace, that whilst the Memorial which 
has already been presented to your Grace was preparing, the Jlagistraces of I'olice and 
other Gentlemen connected with that Establisliinciit, and even since the same was presented 
to your Grace, have presumed to go about in various parts of the City, and used^ all means 
within their power, by- intimidation ’anil threats, and misrepreseatation, to prevent the Inhabi- 
tanis from-'coining forward to lav before your Grace a statement of the grievances- of which 
tiiev complain ; and the Agent Has been instructed and compelled to name some, ot Uiose. 
(ientleiiien whose conduct has been the most forward, and conspicuous upon the occasions 
alluded to, namely, Alderman James Exshaw, Printer and Stationer , to the Police Establish- 
ment, Mark Magrath, Joshua Dixon, William Lindsay, and Henry Charles Sirr, esquires, 

It is bumb]y,yei confidently, stated to your Grace, that the foregoing Ciiargcs,andal!and 
every the Charges coutuined in said IMeuiorial, and various other Charges to • be advance'd 
upon said inquiry, will be fully substantiated by evidence that will be at once satislactory and’ 
conclusive upon the mind of your Grace. 

May it therefore please vour Grace, graciously to order an investigation to take place into 
the conduct of the Magistrates of Police, and the Police Estabiishmenl. as by the Memorial 
herein before stated was prayed ; and the undersigned on behalt of lumselt and the several m- ^ 
habitants whose names are respectively signed to tliat Memorial will pray.

D’e have no donl>t thnt there are Iiouscs of this description in Dublin, and whenever we 
have received any mronnatton or complaint ie.vpectiiig them, we have acted with proinnti-' 
tude and effect, by destroying the tables and fining the Proprietors : a measure which we 
liave adopted at diderent limes, towanis two of the iionses mentioned iu the Rlemorial- and 
wesi'bmii that no system of Police, however vigilantor active, has ever yet been successful 
in effectually preventing the existence of such houses in large and poiiuloiis Cities, how- 
ever, we think it right to observe that we never have, iu any one instance, since the coui- 
menceinent of llie present Police Estaldishmcnt, traced any property (wliica had been stolen 
or embezzled) to a Gaming-lionse; nor have we any rcustm to believe, that cillicr Clerks 01 
Apprentices are in the habit of frequenting tliose houses in Dublin ; no complaiuiof that iLiiul 
having ever been made to us by any Merchant or Slionkeeper witliin our District. 

“ 3d. lhat several per>ons employed and paid us Constables under oor Act have been 
employed by some of the Magisirates of Police as domestic and menial servants.” 

_ 1 his Charge we declare to be utterly false and groimdless, and we deny it in the same po- 
sitive manner as we have dune the first. ‘ 



4th. The Charges aftccling the Chief Magistrate of Police. 

Mith respect to tliose Charges against the Chief Magistrate (the consideration of which 
His Grace has been pleased to postpone on account of his indisposition) we fbei confident 
from his general character, and our knowledge of him individually, ilial they wid move to 
be utterly unfounded. j t •■'j 

We cannot in justice to ourselves conclude this Iloport, without remarkin'’- that it 
• gives us great satisfaction to state that there are only tliirty-six Signatures to the Memorial 
from so populous a City as Dublin ; and that we have every reason to believe lliat those 
were obtained by misrcprcseniatioa and gross imposition, and that the persons wlio sicrued 
uieir mimes to the Memorial were ignorant of its conieiiis. °
